No person
sball bring into tbis state, or own or have in his pos-
session, any diseased Texas or Cherokee eattle, and no
person shall bring into this siate any swine diseased
with bog.cholera or any kindred diseases, or remave
from any point within the state to another point within
the stato any swine so diseased, and every person who
shall violate the provisions of this gection shall be pun-
1shed as provided by law, and be liable to any person
injured thereby for the damages by him sustained.

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SecTioN 2. Section 2 of said act is kereby amended

stating the object of said meeting as set forth in section
1 of tbis act, and naming tberein the sum to be raised,
it shall be the duty of the supervisors of said town to
call a special town meeting to vote on the question of
the raising of such sum for that purpose.

SectioN 8. The said special town meeting sball be
called, conducted and the votes counted as is now pro
vided by law for holding special town meetings to raise
special taxes, and the votes then cast at such electicn
sball bave written or printed or partly written or printed
on them the words: *For bulding the bridge,” or
“ Against bmlding the bridge.”

SecTiON 4. 1f a majority of the votes cast at sauch
election shall be *for building the bridge,” then it shall
be the duty of said town board to add to the next tax
roll of said town the sum so voted, and to expend the
same or so much thereof as may be necessary to defray
or e-half of the expenses of building eaid bridge as
aforesaid.

Sectioxn 5. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
